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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has amended the clainn to specifically 
recite that the key is received after nnanufacture of the PGD. The claims still present new issues "after manufacture of the PGD" and do 
not appear to overcome the 112th rejection. There is no discussion in the specification cited by applicant that makes reference to 
whether the keys distributed from the center are received before or after manufacture of the PGD. Applicant's statement that the keys 
are generated and distributed periodically after the PGD's are installed and operating prior to receiving the keys, is "after manufacture of 
the PGD" does not show good and clear evidence. Applicant has not provided enough evidence that shows that it is inherent that the 
keys are received after manufacture of the PGD. In addition, the term after manufacture of the PGD is too broad and does not define 
after installing and operating. Therefore, applicant has not overcome the 112th rejection and the arguments provided by applicant that 
Baker's master key is not analogous because it is installed during manufacturing not after manufacturing of the PGD is moot in view of 
the above. It is noted that Applicant does not address some of the citations provided in the 103 rejection. In response to applicant's 
argument that the Examiner's stated motivation has nothing to do with the increasing security in the manner claimed, the fact that 
applicant has recognized another advantage which would flow naturally from following the suggestion of the prior art cannot be the basis 
for patentability when the differences would othen^/ise be obvious. See Ex parte Obiaya, 227 USPQ 58, 60 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1985). 
For at least the reasons stated in the final rejection and the reasons mentioned above, the request for reconsideration has been 
considered but does not place the application in condition for allowance. 
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
